If a necessity ex 
iste fora road from Atlanta to Rome, or if any 
benefit would be likely to accru® to the people of 
Georgia from the construction of such a compet- 
ing road, then the charter should be granted 
But if the only interest to be subserved is that of 
a foreign railroad combination, it will be well for 
the legislature to hesitate before it grants such a 
charter to the detriment of the vested interests of 
the state and people.

But,*as we have seen the Savannah 
News is willing for the charter to be 
granted “ifany benefit would likely to 
“accrue to the people of Georgia from 
“the construction of such a competing 
“road.”’ As matters stand, western 
freights intended for distribution in 
Georgia or bound for Georgia ports are 
controlled by one combination—the syn- 
dicate which has recently seized and 
swallowed the Central and all its lines, 
the Georgia road and its lines,and which 
had previously secured a controlling 
interest inthe State road lease. Does 
the News have any doubt that the peo- 
ple of Georgia would be benefitted by 
the completion of a rival and competing 
combination? Whatever doubts the 
News may haveon this subject, the 
people have none, for they are aware 
that it is as serious a matter to be at the 
mercy of a combination of railroads as 
it is to beat the mercy of one line.

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IMMIGRATION. 
Commissioner Fontaine’s Address. 
For fifteen years the debt -harrassed farmer 
has tried to extricate himself from debt and 
sell bis land. Where are the buyers to be 
found? How are they to koow that it is 
not the fauit of soil or climate that Georgia 
appears less inviting to the farmer thea 
any state in the west, if you have not any 
official whose business it is to answer all 
inquiries and disseminate the proper in- 
formation? It is the duty of the state to 
provide this information. Ruppose . the 
railroads that are about to be constructed 
employ only negroes as laborers, is it not 
apperent that the abstaction of one or two 
thousand negro laborers from plantations 
at this season will cost the planters more 
Pthan a respectabie support to immigration 
willin five years? A properly sustained 
immigration office can prevent this loss by 
supplying the labor needed. As a matter 
of fact I offered to one of the heads of the 
rojected lines to deliver him one thousand 
aburers within sixty days as a practical 
demonstration that I had succeeded inal! 
that I had undertaken to do. the incidental 
expenses to be borne by him. He declined, 
stating that he wanted negro laborers, not 
foreigners. 
The immigrants brought into Georgia 
through my efforts, have cost me an average 
of three dollars each after they reached 
Georgia. Arrangements have been com~ 
pleted by Mr. Spitzer, who has been io 
Germany engaged in inducing immigrants 
to Georgia since last November, and who 
has there distributed two thousand copies 
of the German translation of my pampbiet 
on the resour:es of Georgia, and delivered 
many addresses on the subject, by which 
eight hundred immigrants may be sent by 
one steamship from Hamburg direct to Sa- 
vannah next October. This means the in 
troduction in one day of about $20,000 in 
money, besides that addition to our popu- 
lation. 

He cannot and will not do this unless 
you sustain his efforts, and I am not 
prepared fo go to,the expense of $2,000 to 
look after them and get them employment 
after they get here. 

There is not one of your number whose 
interests are less concerned in immigration 
than myself, 

lf I bave been mistaken in thinking that 
the people of Georgia desired eee 
—and your action at this session I think 
will demonstrate that we do, or we do not, 
desire immigration—lI certainly haye no 
desire to thrustit upon them, still. less 
have la wish todo it at my own expense, 
and I urge you to place the matter on such 
a footing as will enable your commissioner, 
whoever he may be, to properly represent 
the state or repeal the bill. 

It is for you to decide whether the 
money expended by mein brivging more 
capital to Georgia in six wonths than your 
other departments have done ip six years, 
and more immigrants, probably, than the 
Air-Line railroad company, backed by all 
iis capital, has accomplished in six years, 
shall be refunded or accepted by the state 
as a donation.

Mr. Hammond, as chairman of the ju- 
diciary committee, said that the bill 
pleaded strongly to the committee and to 
the house, and did honor toitsau'hor. Bat 
it is utterly impracticable. The committee 
tried industriously to get the bill in some 
shape sufficiently exact to become a law, 
but all its efforts had failed. 
This is a question which must be left to 
parental intluence and to the moral powers 
of each county. 

Mr. Martin, of Houston, said this bill 
was about as exact asany statute forbid- 
ding obscene language or protecting women.

The &bolition of slavery put astop to the 
immigtation of negroes in Georgia, and 
makes the immigration of white people an 
imperative necessity. The argument that 
we ‘have got along without it proves noth- 
ing to our advantage. The state would not 
have gone to ruin had we not adopted the 
system of publicschools, but who can deny 
that our material interests would suffer 
under the new regime of free labor were 
this system suddenly abolished? Is it not 
paientto every thinking mind that our 
poor and laboring classes would leave the 
state, if they knew that this great and in- 
calculable boon was denied them here, 
while free to all in neighboring states? Yet 
public échools a few years ago met with as 
great opposition as immigration does to-day, 
and from just as respectable classes. You 
cannot| reap the full benefit of public 
schools until you increase your population 
in the country, so as to have more school 
districts, and give to the children in the 
country the same advantages now enjoyed 
by those who live in the cities. 

The state will not go to perdition if we 
say to the world our civilization is that of 
China. We have too many people now, 
and we'would bar out all outsides barbari- 
ans But would not our progress be ma- 
terially retarded ? 

What would you think ofa man who 
asserted that he did not want additional 
people to settle in his town because there 
are too many people there now, and if 
more come property will increase in value 
so that our own people could not buy it? 
People who use this argument may be said 
to frown down and oppose deposits in their 
own bank. ;

gia, Nevertheless he has not only endeav- 
orcd to de it, but he has done it. The im- 
migrants landed at Savannah, some of 
whom have sent money to Germany to 
bring over their families, are in the state; 
ire earning generally good wages, being 
mechanics, and will probably remain as 
permanent citizens, who come to us after 
having been educated at the expense of 
ther countries. 

Governor Tilden, in one of his messages 
to the New York legislature, made these 
remarks as to the value of Eurojean emi- 
vration : 

“The value of this eccession to our popu- 
lation as a productiye power cannot be 
measured by mere numbers. In an inves- 
tigation which I had occasion to make, it 
was ascertained that while the males be- 
ween the ages of fifteen and forty in the 
resident population of the United States in 
560 was twenty-one and a half per cent of 
the whole number, the males between the 
‘ame ages among emigrants arriving during 
orty years was forty-one and a half per cent 
of the whole number—that is, persons of 
the ages usually accepted as embracing the 
period of military service, and are also those 
if the largest capacity for physical labor. 
This migration has enacted an immense 
part in the growth of our population, the 
creation of great cities, the settlement of 
new states, the formation of the business of 
our railroads, the extension of all commerce 
and all industries. The benefits of this vast 
migration have been diffused all over the 
northern portions of the republic.”’ 

The testimony of Superintendent Jack- 
son, of Castie Garden, New York, is as 
follows, as printed in the New. York Tri 
bune of April 14, 1880: ’ 
‘Despite all the efforts of the southern 
colonization boards and societies, European 
immigrants seem to be averse to going 
south. It may be said that none of the 
immigrants care to settle in the southern 
states, or to make any inquiriesabout them 
lmmigrants are being offered every induce 
ment to go to Georgia ard te locate colo- 
nies; land is offered at a low price and on 
easy terms, and reduced transportation, but 
they do not take to the bait. A large ma- 
jority of the immigrants have sold their 
homes in Europe and have come here with 
the money to seek permanent and fixed 
homes for lite.’’ 

[i is estimated that they bring on the av- 
erage $100 each, and hence the 457,257 that 
have arrived in the ,last year have con- 
tributed $45,725 700 

Superintendent Jackson further says: ‘‘It 
was thought at one time that European 
emigration was recruited from the very 
lowest classes of agricultural laborers and 


north and west for ali the products of 
skilled labor? The very reasons that make 
the negro best suited to the culture of cot- 
ton, reader him ofinferior value as a me- 
chanic. |No cotton factory in the south 
employs one, and who has ever seen a first- 
class negro machinist? We have felt the 
ill effects of pursuing one industry to the 
exclusion of others too long to make an ar- 
gumertin favor of diversifying our iaodus- 
tries nece-sary. Wecannotdothis without 
skilled labor, and we cannot get skilled 
labor without giving them information. 
At Rockmart, in Polk county, there is a 
slate quarry of superior value, and all that 
can be mined now is easily sold, 

Twenty times as much slate could he 
mined apd sold if the skilled labor could be 
procured. The s'ate worker in Georgia 
earos § from to $5 per 
day. The slate worker in Germany 
earns only $100 a year. Inform them of 
this fact, andthat quarry will be worth 
twenty tithes as much from the facility of 
employing skilled labor. They will come if 
especial effort is made to get them, Mean- 
while consult the record. Ofahalf million 
immigrants that arrived in the United 
States last year, only nineteen were quarry- 
men and six were slate makers. It 1s con- 
c+ded on all sides that Georgia is especially 
adapted ito grape growing. According toa 
report just made on grape culture in the 
United States, Georgia and Missouri rank 
next aftérCalifornia sod Ohio in the pro- 
duction of wine and wine making Every 
peasant in Fravce, Spain, Italy and most of 
the European countries, has his wine every 
day, and intemperance is a rare thing where 
this is true. Of the half million arrivals last 
year there were only twenty one vine grow- 
ers and |sixteen wine makers. In Georgia 
only therich can indulge in the healthtul 
daily use of wine, and prohibition is becom- 
ing apdlitical issue. To make wine and 
rape growing general it must be ma rof. 
itable, and to makeit profitableskill abor 
is required or you cannot make wine that 
can be s¢id in the markets of the United 
States. 

There is but one race who will even tem- 
porarily fill the piaces in the cotton. field 
vacated by the negro, and that is the 
Chinese.| Let us consider the results that 
have followed the introduction into other 
states of the Chinese. The negrois bound 
to us by the chain of mutual sympathy 
and mutual interest—the only chain I ever 
knew anegro slave to wear. His habits are 
conformed as nearly as possible to those of 
the white race, and he expects to live and 
die here In the case of the Chinaman, 
in no country has he divested himself of the 
habits auid superstitions of pagan China, and 
refuses to assim late or identify himself with 
the people of this country: As soon as he 
accumulates money he returns to China, 
taking every dollaref his gains with him, 


said that this exemption would bar from 
the benefits of the bill persons who worked 
and made crops, and would extend iis ben- 
efits to those who did not work.

To amend the present bill by providing for 
a suitable agent in Europe, and a suitable 
place for their reception and. temporary 
stay, including interpreters, and a fund for 
printing and postage is all that is absolutely [ 
necessary at present. I[t is unjust to the 
state and to your commissioner, who is no 
more concerned pecuniarily in inducing 
immigration than any member of your 
honorable body, to leave the act under 
which I was commissioned as it is. My 
object in this address is to give simply the 
fee's, and to leave the final disposition of 
this matter to the legislature without any 
further suggestion as to what amendments 
shall be made.

Testing the Hose. 


The hose belonging to the Atlanta fire 
department was yesterday subjected to a 
test, in order to ascertain how many sec- 
tions belonging to each company could be 
relied upon when an occasion for their use 
arrives. 

Engine No. 2, was placed on Broad street 
near Alabama, then the test was had. Each 
company is supplied with ten sections of 
hose, of fifty feet each, and the test is 95 
pounds of steam, or 130 pounds of water 
pressure. 

Of the ten sections belonging to company 
Vo. 1, only one stood the test. 

Of No. 2, five sections gave way to the 
pressure of ninety pounds of steam. 

Of No 3 every section was found in good 
order and each piece stood the requiied 
pressure. 

Of No. 5 only two hundred feet were 
subjected tothe test. Each section was 
found sound. 

The water was thrown through a three- 
quarter nozzle
